One quart of 
Limas will plant about 100 hills, allowing four 
or five beans to a hill, and of the smaller sorts 
about 200 hills. Poles 8 to 10 feet long should 
be firmly set in the hills before planting seed. 
Set poles 4 feet apart each way, and plant 4 to 
6 beans about 1 inch deep around each pole. 
Thin out to three plants to a pole if the soil is 
rich; pinch off the ends of plants when they 
overrun the top of the poles, to effect more per- 
fect growth below.

Hints on Cultivation of Gladiolus—Any good garden soil in 
the open garden where there is plenty of sunshine and a fair amount 
of water is ideal. Fertilize with well rotted manure turned under in 
the fall; or, if manure\is not available, pulverized sheep or cow manure 
can be used by putting in bottom of trench when planting and 
covering with an inch of soil. Commercial fertilizer may be used on 
the surface during growing season, being careful to keep from direct 
contact with bulb or foliage.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SPRING 
PLANTING OF ROSES 


The soil should be thoroughly cultivated and a liberal supply 
of rotted manure added. In planting, dig a hole sufficiently 
large to accommodate the roots when spread out on the bottom 
of the hole. In filling in the soil, shake the plant lightly in 
order that the soil may mix between the roots. Fill in the soil 
and firm it in order that the plant may be solid. Be sure that 
the lower parts of the lower branches are below the surface of 
the soil. Do not plant in a mound, the surface should be level. 
Cut back the branches to within 4 to 6 inches of the surface of 
the ground. With this treatment the best results may be 
obtained.
